We praise God that revival fires 
are burning throughout the Mid- 
continent states. Thousands are 
writing in to the offices of the Back 
to the Bible Broadcast telling of 
blessings received.’ So you might 
help us praise God for victories we 
give the following report. Last 
week 1,112 letters were received in 
one day, 6,000 letters have been re- 
ceived in the last ‘two weeks of 
the Radio Revival (while Bro. Rice 
has been with us), 23,000 books 
have been sent out in those two 
weeks and we are receiving letters 
telling of thousands of new lis- 
teners. The Back: to the Bible 
Broadcast covers 7 states com- 
pletely and five states in part, also 
a portion of Canada, with a daily 
gospel program of singing and 
preaching. During the Radio Re- 
vival which has been in progress 
for the past 6 weeks we have had 
two programs daily. At 8:45 in the 
morning (45 minutes) and at 1:30 
in the afternoon (30 minutes). 
From the best ways of estimating 
radie. audiences it is figured that 
there must be at least a million 
listeners. 

The thousands of letters received 
tell of hundreds of shut-ins and 
elderly people who have no. other 
source of spiritual food. The let- 
ters from these touch our hearts. 
Scores of others write of a Holy 
Spirit conviction of sin and ask for 
help and prayer that they may be 
saved before it is too late. The 
desperate gleas of these often bring 
tears to our eyes. Hundreds of 
Christians tell us of experiencing 
a spiritual revival and of an awak- 
ening to their responsibility in win- 
ning souls. Many backsliders tell 
of having come back to the Lord. 
Dozens of pastors have told us that 
they are urging their people to lis- 
ten to the programs and they 
praise God with us that their peo- 
ple are being blessed and revivals 
are breaking out in many churches 
over a number of states.. However 
the testimonies that cause our 


- hearts the most joy are from the 


‘hundreds who write that they have 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as 
their own personal Saviour. The 
letters quoted in the following par- 
agraphs are mostly from one day’s 
mail.

As I sit here before the micro- 
phone this afternoon, we again are 
facing election .time. Much has 
been said concerning the count of 
your vote. And, as important as it 
is, you will find that your vote is 
not all that counts in this day and 
age. Your vote may put the right 
man in place, but your vote will not 
change the spiritual condition of 
our nation. ‘America today stands 
at the crossroads: I. believe God 
has a final message for America in 
this hour of crisis, and that mes- 
Sage is a message of appeal to 
prayer. We find as we read in 
James IV, verse 2: “Ye lust, and 
ye have not; ye kill and ye desire 
to have, and ye can not obtain; 
ye fight and war yet ye have not 
because ye ask not.” I want to 
emphasize especially the last 
phrase, “Ye have not because ye 
ask not.” The nations of the world 
are at war, a war to grab, to ob- 
tain, to kill; yet, when it is. over, 
they have not. 

Christians, we have a mighty 
God, a living God, .a God that an- 
swers prayer, a God that inter- 
venes in the affairs of men. And, 
God today is calling Christians to 
prayer. When we look back upon 
the history of our nation and count 
the many blessings, and the prog- 
ress, we readily see that no nation 
in all the world and in all the his- 
tory of the world has ever been 
visited with such blessings as this 
nation has, with the exception of 
Israel.

The Lord Jesus on earth was 
sometimes hungry (Matt. 4:2). He 


28). He was sometimes sleepy 
(Matt. 8:24). These were the nor- 
mal and natural wants of a per- 
fect human being, who never 
sinned. But Jesus was never sick, 
never had a headache, never caught 
an infectious disease, never had 
physical infirmity. Only when He 
took on Himself the sins of the 
world, could Jesus die. Only when 
soul was “exceeding sorrow- 
ful” (Mark 14:34), did He sweat 
the bloody sweat and come near 
death. He was entered into the 
sorrows of the sins of the human 
race. And on the cross Jesus could 
die only by giving up the ghost 
Himself. .He could not be 
except by being willing to die. 

Can anybody imagine Jesus with 
a bald head? Can anvbody imagine 


not sin, and so Jesus was not sick, 
and He did not die a natural death.

no disease, no infirmity, no old age, 
and no g. But until that time 
we are subject to disease, infirmity, 
age, and death, because we are sin- 


ners. 

Do all Christians sin? Well, just 

as Christians are infirm, and have 
decayed teeth, and graying hair, 
and bones getting brittle, and lines 
in their faces; as long as Chris- 
tians have heart trouble, and 
cancer, and dandruff, and halitosis, 
and leprosy, and smallpox, and a 
thousand other ills, just that long 
you may boldly put it down that 
every such frail Christian is a sin- 
ning Christian! Death is the mark 
of sin! Sin is the only thing that 
\can bring death. And all infirmity 
and disease, and old age is simply 
the working of death, the gradual 
er sudden approach of death. Dis- 
ease and death prove inevitably the 
presence of sin. Where there is no 
sin there can be no disease and 
death. Jesus Himself had to have 
our sins upon Him before He could 
die or before He could. suffer any 
infirmity. 
Paul had a thorn in his flesh 
while he was a frail human being 
(II Cor, 12:7-10), and was subject 
to constant temptation and frequent 
sin. But in Heaven he has no such 
thorn in the flesh.’ Timothy in the 
flesh had a weak stomach (I Tim. 
5:23). Now Timothy in .Heaven 
has no sin. And when his body is 
raised, he will not have a weak 
stomach but a perfect one.. 


In First Corinthians, chapter 11, 
we find how many members of the 
church at Corinth were guilty of 
sin. Some got drunk at the Lord’s 
supper. There was division and 
strife among them. One man lived 
in sin with his father’s wife (I 
Cor. 5:1). Yet these were members 
of the church and the letter was 
addressed to “the church of God 
which is at Corinth, to them that 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus, called 
to be saints, with all that in every 
place call upon the name of Jesus 
Christ our Lord, both theirs and 
ours’ (I Cor. 1:2). But these 
“saints” at Corinth (literally saved 
eo a) , were human beings still, 
so they sinned. And what was the 
__ result? First Corinthians 11:30 
7 | 3 "@iror this Cause many are 
“> weak and sickly among you, and 
' Many sleep.” The word sleep in 
this verse refers to the death of a 
Christian. Some Christians die pre- 
maturely because of their sins, and 
many others are weak and sickly. 
I say, that disease and death are 
the marks inevitably of sin. Peo- 
ple who get sick are sinners. Peo- 
ple who die are sinners. That is 
the reason they get sick and that is 
the reason they die. 


Miriam, the sister of Moses and 
Aaron, was plagued with leprosy 
for her sin (Num. 12:10). Gehazi, 
the seryant of the prophet Elisha, 
‘Was given the leprosy for his covet- 
isness (II Kings 5:27). King 

_ WUzaziah; because of his unwarranted 
“~~ approach into the holy of holies, 
Was 
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given the leprosy (II Chron. 
26:16-21). For touching the sacred 
ark of the covenant in disobedience 
to God, Uzzah was smitten by the 
Lord and died (II Sam. 6:7). For 
their sin of lying against the Holy 
Ghost, Ananias and Sapphira was 
struck dead (Acts 5:1-11). Elymas 
the sorcerer was struck blind for 
his*sin (Acts 13:11). How many, 
many instances there are in the 
Bible proving that sickness is the 
result of sin. 

It is true that some people suffer 
physical ailments for other rea- 
sons, perhaps for the glory of God, 
or because of the sins of others, 
and not because of their own sin. 
Job is the classic example of such 
an innocent sufferer. Christian 
martyrs likewise have suffered be- 
cause of the sins of others. An in- 
nocent wife may be infected by dis- 
ease by a sinning husband. It is 
true that there is some suffering 
and disease and death caused by 
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Further Proof That Christians Sin 


the sins of others. But it is still 
true that only those who are sub- 
ject to the suffering and disease 
and death of the human body are 
those who sin. 

For example, Satan was as wick- 
ed while Adam and Eve lived sin- 
less and perfect in the Garden of 
Eden, as he is now. But not until 
he could get Adam and Eve to sin 
could he put a curse upon them. 
Not until sin came in could dis- 
ease and age and death come in. 


This is made strikingly clear in 
the prophetic account of the cruci- 
fixion given in Isaiah 53:4-6. That 
Scripture shows that Jesus’ physi- 
cal suffering was brought on by our 
sin. Sin always brings physical 
suffering. Matthew 8:17 clarifies 
that even more in quoting this pas- 
sage from Isaiah, translating it, 
“Himself tooksour infirmities, and 
bare our sicknesses.” Jesus died 
for our sins and died for the sick- 
nesses. that are the result of our 
sins. 

Is healing, then, in the atone- 
ment? Yes, it is. But that does 
not mean what some so-called “Di- 
vine healers” think it means. Christ 
has. purchased perfect bodies for 
all of us,, it is true, just as He has 
purchased perfect sinlessness and 
perfect human natures for us. BUT 
WE HAVE NOT YET RECEIVED. 
ALL THAT IS PURCHASED FOR 
US! Romans 8:19-23 discusses this 
question and shows that one day 
we shall be “delivered from the 
bondage of corruption” and that 
the whole creation groans together, 
“waiting for the adoption, to wit, 
the redemption of our body.” The 
body is not yet redeemed! One day 
our body will receive salvation, too, 
and with the body our carnal na- 
ture will be saved. We now have 
the salvation of our souls. Christ 
is in us, the hope of glory, when we 
have trusted Him for salvation. But 
it is foolish for any Christian to 
think that he already has all that 
God is going to give those who 
have trusted Christ. We will have 
perfect bodies. That, Christ has al- 
ready paid for and assured to us. 
At the same time we will have sin- 
less, perfect natures, with all sin 
eradicated. BUT WE HAVE NEI- 
THER ONE YET! Our bodies are 
diseased and weak and infirni and 
subject to decay a death, be- 
cause our carnal natures are still 
subject to sin. Sin. and death go 
together.

As long as Christians have 
frail, mortal bodies, that long it 
is foolish for them to claim to be 
sinless and perfect. The presence 
of death is the proof of sin. When 
sin has been finally conquered, 
then death will be conquered, too. 
Only Christ could atone for the sins 
of the world. When Christians die, 
they are dying for their own sins, 
dying because they are mortal, 
carnal, subject to sin. 

Christians should constantly 
fight sin. Christians ought to hate 
‘gin. Christians are taught by the 
Saviour to daily confess their sins. 
We should pray, Jesus said, “For- 
give us our sins” (Luke 11:4). 
When Christians sin it grieves God, 
it hinders their prayers, it hurts 
their influence, and sin never pays. 
Even a Christian cannot get by 
with sin in impunity. God hates 
sin. Sin brings death. More sin 


a particular curse on those who 
cover up their sins and do not con- 
fess them. Proverbs 28:13 says, 
“He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper; but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh them shall have 


mercy.” And First John 1:9 says, 


“If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.” So the only way for 
Christians to be happy, the only 
way for them to have power with 


|God and power with men, is by 


daily confessing and forsaking sin, 


own sins, judging sin so that they 
may not be judged. I am not en- 
couraging Christians to sin. The 
examples of Lot, and David, and 
Samson, and of other Christians in 
the Bible who committed great 
sins, show that sinning is an awful 
business, certain to bring chas- 
tisement and heartbreak and the 
ruin of loved ones, and the de- 
struction of Christian influence and 
happiness if it is not confessed and

ll. Mistakes, Ignorance and. False 
Doctrine Prove the Presence 
Of Sin 
; Those who claim to be sinless 
and perfect, and to have their car- 
nal natures eradicated, burned out 
entirely, make a big distinction be- 
tween sins and mistakes. These 
people that do not sin, they say, 
make many mistakes. Things that 
in others would be sin, in them are 
only mistakes. They say such mis- 
takes come from the head and not 
from the heart. They say that 
these mistakes are due to human 
ignorance, etc. If they do not un- 
derstand the Bible, or if they are 
false in doctrine, they excuse it on 
the basis that they are frail human 
beings and that they make mis- 

takes. 

But here again is evidence of the 
presence of sin. Does -ignorance 
come from God or from the devil? 
Did Jesus, the sinless Saviour, 
make any mistakes? Did Jesus do 
anything that was “the fault of 
the head and not of the heart’? 
He did not! The Saviour who could 
do no sin, could likewise make no 
mistakes. A perfect heart can only 
go with a perfect head. Sin is what 
is wrong with the heart and sin is 
what is wrong with the head. 


Do you believe that the angels 
make mistakes? They are sinless, 
holy beings, that is, the angels who 
are now in Heaven. Do you think 
that they are ignorant? Do you 
think they miss the way of God and 


| disobey His commands, out of ig- 


norance? You do not think so.:N& 
if angels did that it would prove 
they were sinners. For mistakes 
and ignorance are flees of the 
presence of sin. 


When Adam and Eve were per- 
fect and sinless in the garden of 
Eden, do you think they made mis- 
takes? When Adam was in such 
perfect accord and harmony with 
God that God walked in the garden 
with him in the cool of the day 
and talked every day, do you think 
that Adam was ignorant and made 
mistakes? Do you think he was 
ignorant of the will of God? You 
certainly do not think so because 
the presence of ignorance, the mak- 
ing of mistakes, are the certain 
proofs that sin’ is present. It may 
be true that there is a difference in 
deliberate sin and a mistake; I 
think there is. But both are frail- 
ties of a fallen race who are yet 
under the bondage of sin and death. 
Now the people who teach that 
they are sinless and perfect can- 
not agree in doctrine with others 
who likewise claim to be sinless 
and perfect. One group says that 
the only sure evidence that one is 
baptized with the Holy Spirit and 
“sanctified” is to talk in tongues, a 
jabber in some unknown and some 
unearthly language, never used na- 
turally among men. But others 
claim to be sinless and ‘“‘sanctified”’ 
who do not believe in “talking with 
tongues.” Here is manifestly a mis- 
take in doctrine. But who is the 
author of false doctrine, God or 
the devil? Do you believe any im- 
perfect and sinless angels would 
teach false doctrine? Do you be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ was ever 
mistaken about Bible doctrine or 
the will of the Father? Do you 
believe that any glorified saint who 
is now in Heaven and who is done 
forever with sin lives in ignorance 
and misunderstanding of the will 
of God and the doctrines of God? 
Certainly not! False doctrine 
comes from the devil. 


Every lie is from the devil. John 
8:44 says of Satan that “He is a 
liar, and the father of it,” while 
Titus 1:2 says that God cannot lie. 
All false doctrine is sin, and all 
imperfection is sin. It does not 
come from -God but from Satan. 

Even the boy Jesus, twelve years 
old, astonished the doctors in the 
temple by His wisdom. He never 
sinned, so He could not be wrong 
in doctrine. And so when our 
friends who claim to be sinless, 
with the carnal nature all eradi- 
cated, have woman preachers con- 
trary to the Bible, when they have 
a jabber in. tongues such as no 
New Testament church ever had, 
when they believe in‘ salvation by 
works and losing it the same way, 
or when they are guilty of any 
other vagary of false doctrine, that 
proves they are sinners. False doc- 
urine 1s @:mark of the presence of 


And in this matter we are. all 
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sinners. For there is no man in. 
all the world who perfectly under- 
stands all the will and knowledge 
of God. That can only come to 
perfect and sinless beings. .“‘Now 
we see through a glass, darkly; 
but then face to face: now I know 
in part; but then shall I know even 
as also I am known.” Not until 
the resurrection will any Chris- 
tian know perfectly. Perfect 
knowledge comes with ‘a perfect 
heart. The presence of ignorance 
or mistakes or false doctrine or 
blunderings is certain proof 6f the 
presence of sin. A darkened mind 
cannot dwell with a perfectly il- 
lumined heart, in perfect connec- 
tion with God, and never offending 
Him in anything. Perfect knowl- 
edge can only come when the car- 
nal nature is perfectly made over 
and when our bodies receive the 
adoption, to wit: the redemption 
promised them in the eighth chap- 
ter of Romans. Yes, all Christians 
sin. The blindness, the _ dis- 
agreements, the misunderstandings 
among Christians, the divisions in 
the body of Christ are the ever- 
present mark an@ proof that we 
are still poor sinners though our 
sins have been laid on Christ and 
forgiven and are not held against 
us to the damnation of our souls. 


. Powerlessness In Service and 
Prayer, the Certain Proof 
Of Sins. Present 


As I go up and down the lands in 
revivals, under the blessing of God, 
being used to win many hundreds 
of souls every year, sometimes 
thousands, people who claim to be 
sinless constantly berate me. They 
say they have sanctification aad 
I- have not. They say that the sin 
nature has been burned out, eradi- 
cated, and that they are free from 
it. Yet of the hundreds of letters 
I have received from such people, 
I never knew a one who was known 
as an especially useful soul win- 
ner. Most of these people who 
claim to be sinless and perfect go 
for weeks and months! and some- 
times for years without. ever win- 
ning a soul. With a “holier-than- 
thou” attitude, with a sinful human 
pride, they exalt self and disparage 
others, They tell me often, “I have 
the baptism with the initial evi- 
dence of speaking in tongues.” 
Others tell me they have “entire 
sanctification,” Yet these who 
claim that a second wonderful 
work of grace is done in them by 
the Holy Spirit, removing all sin, 
forget that the one mark of the 
Holy Spirit of God upon a Chris- 
tian is this: ‘But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem and in all. Judaea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth” (Acts 1:8). Soul 
winning power is the supreme evi- 
dence that the Holy Spirit has 
come on a Christian. Those who do 
not win souls are living in sin. 
Jesus plainly said in Matthew 4: 
19, “Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men.”’ Those who do 
not win souls are not following Je- 
sus very closely, it is certain. 


Jesus lost no soul winning op- 
portunities. He won the woman at 
the well of Samaria when the apos- 
tles did not even think to speak 
to her about her soul (John, chap- 
ter 4). He dealt most lovingly with 
the Syrophenician woman when the 
disciples begged Him, 
away; for she crieth after us” 
(Matt. 15:23). I say, Jesus missed 
no soul winning opportunities, but 
I do. God help me, how many I 
may have missed this day! And 
the frailty of my soul winning 
work, the relative powerlessness of 
my life compared with that of Je- 
sus Christ, proves that I am a sin- 
ner. I do not get drunk, I do not 
curse, I do not attend picture 
shows, I do not smoke, but, oh, only 
God knows the wickedness of my 
heart that does not seek the power 
of God continually, does not even 
sense my lack. The lack of power, 
like Jesus had, is certain proof that 
-Christians are not sinless. - 


_ We Christians who do not win 
every soul that Jesus would win if 
He were in our place, are thereby 
proven to be sinful. Your lack of 
power proves the presence of sin. 
If you fail in soul winning, where 
Jesus would not, then the differ- 
ence between you and Jesus is the 
difference in His sinlessness and 
your sinfulness, : 

One of the easiest ways to prove 
that any Christian sins is to com- 
pare his prayer power with wiat 
of Jesus Christ. 

The Lord Jesus was perfect and 
sinless, and therefore He got all of 


His prayers-answered. Jesus said, 


‘Send her. 


in prayer to the Father, “I know 
that thou hearest me always” 
(John 11:42). God the Father 
heard and answered every prayer 
of Jesus Christ. He heard even His 
cry in the garden of Gethsemane 
and answered it so that Jesus did 
not die that night, but the cup was 
removed until the morrow when ~™ 
Christ should die according to the 
prophecies (Heb. 5:7). The réason 
that Jesus got all His prayers an- 
swered, got anything He wanted 
and everything He needed, was 
that there was no sin between Him 
and God. Jesus was sinless and 
could prove it by stilling the wind, 
by withering the fig tree, by walk- 
ing on water, by casting out devils, 
by raising the dead. Can you? 

But the Bible plainly promises 
that any perfect Christian, sinless, 
can get anything he wants. For in- 
stance, First John 3:21, 22 says: | 

“Beloved, if our heart con- 
demn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God. 

“And whatsoever: we ask, 
receive of him, because we 
keep his commandments, and 
do those things that are pleas- 
ing in his sight.” 

That Scripture says that one who 
perfectly keeps the commandments 
of God and does all those things 
that are pleasing in His sight (that 
is, one who lives without sin), can 
have whatsoever he asks. You 
could have literally anything and 
everything you ask of God if you 
were really living above all sin. 
Since you do not live perfectly 
above all sin,‘ then the answers to 
your prayer are mixed. God some- 
times gives what you ask for and 
sometimes He does not. You some- 
times pray in His will and some- 
times out of His will. Not a single 
person on the earth.now has per- 
fect access to God, to get every 
prayer answered and have always 
everything he wants, because there 
is not a single person in the world 
who is sinless like Jesus was. 

Again John 15:7 says: 

“If ye abide in me, and my. 
words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you.” 


If we partly abide in Christ we 
will have part of our. prayers an- 
swered. But if we perfectly and 
completely were to abide in Christ, 
then we too could ask whatever we 
willed and we would receive it. Per- 
fect and complete answer to all 
prayers would be a certain mark 
of a sinless life. The fact that you, 
dear reader, cdnnot have miracu- 
lous and never-failing answers to 
every prayer, and even instantly, 
like Jesus did, is proof that you are 
not sinless. : 

On this matter of prayer power, 
note plainly Mark 11:24 says that 
“What things -soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye shall have 
them.”’ One who has perfect faith 
can have anything. Jesus said, “If 
thou canst believe, all things are 
possible to him that believeth” 
(Mark 9:23). If some things.that 
Jesus did are impossible to you, it 
is because of lack of faith. You do 
not have perfect faith always, of 
course. But remember that the 
Scripture plainly says that ‘‘What- 
soever is not of faith is sin” (Rom. 
14:23). Your lack of faith itself 
is a sin. That is why you do not 
get your prayers all perfectly an- 
swered. You are a sinner. 


Yes, all Christians sin and pow- 
erlessness.in soul winning and un- 
answered prayers plainly prove 
that you are not sinless, and that 
the sin nature has not been eradi- 
cated nor burned out, as some peo- 
ple claim. God’s mercy is great.. 
Jesus died for us sinners and He 
keeps us, undeserving as we are, 
sinners as we are, if we have fully 
trusted Christ as our own Saviour, 
having our sins laid on Him and 
carried away, buried in the depths 
of the sea and remembered against 
us no more forever. I say that those 
of us who have trusted Christ, He, 
by His great mercy, will take to 
Heaven. But we are not going to 
Heaveh by our own good 
We are not going to Heaven be- 
cause we are sinless for we are 
nothing of the kind. All Christians 
sin. Our sins limit our prayers, 
limit our influence, limit our soul 
winning power. And these things 
prove we are not without sin like 
Jesus was, 


IV. Human Experience, Observa- 
tion, Conscience Proves 
Sin Ever Present 
The united experience of the 
whole human race proves that all 
sin, the saved and the ved. 
Contrast the sinlessness and holi- 
ness of Jesus with your own, dear 
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reader. The Lord Jesus could face 
His worst enemies and say, “Which 
of you convinceth me of sin?” 
(John 8:46). Jesus was so mani- 


festly pure and innocent and sin- 


less; that not once in His life was 
He ever accused of deceit, or of 
unkindness, of dishonesty or of any 


sin. People disagreed with His. 


statement that He was the Son of 
God because they did not want to 
trust Him. They did not like for 
Him to break the Jewish tradi- 
tion, but His worst enemies could 
not find any sin in Jesus. Pilate 
himself had to say, “I find no fault 
in this man.” Jesus shunned even 
the appearance of evil. He pro- 
vided things honest in the sight 
of aJl men. He was manifestly, 
obviously sinless and good. Are 
you? : 
I suggest that you try this on 
all your friends and _ neighbors. 
Suppose you inquire of all of them 


if they have ever known you to do 


what they regarded as wrong, 
since you have claimed to be sinless 
and ‘‘sanctified.” Ask them if they 
ever in their heart felt that you 
failed to be sinless and perfect. Do 
you dare? If they are honest with 
you they will tell you things in 
which they think you have sinned. 
Evidently your so-called sinless- 
ness will not stand-up as did that 
of the Lord Jesus. 


And remember that your neigh- 
bors cannot see the heart. “The 
heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked: who can 
know it?” (Jer. 17:9). And if 
your neighbors and friends think 
you have sinned, what does God 


think Who sees the heart! 


Check over your own friends and 
acquaintances, the very best of 
them. If you know them intimate- 
ly, if you are often with them, can 
you find not a single thing wrong 
with them? In the best Christians 
you know, do you not think that 
sometimes they neglect to pray, or 
sometimes have a wrong attitude, 
sometimes say a hasty word, some- 
times have a selfish viewpoint? Do 
they never say an idle word? Do 
they never lack faith? (Remember 
that “whatsoever is not of faith is 
sin.’”’ —- Rom. 14:23.) Your own ob- 
servation proves that your neigh- 
bors sin. Their observation proves 


‘that you sin. 


And remember that Jesus Christ 
could stand that test and has stood 
it now these 2,000 years. Even His 
enemies could: not convince Him of 
sin. Can you? Do you-find one 
word or thought or deed in the 
life of Jesus Christ that you could 
criticise? Of course not. Then, 
dear reader, you are not in a class 
with Him. He was without sin and 


you are not without sin. 

Everywhere I go I find it most 
difficult, almost impossible, to win 
the husbands and children of these 
self-styled. “sanctified” and “sin- 
less” people. Last week two men 
were in the services, husbands of 
women who claimed to be sancti- 
fied and sinless. They were bitter, 
disillusioned, sneering, untouchable. 
Again and again I have fdund 
“women preachers” whose hus- 
bands were unsaved and whose 
children were unsaved. Their self- 
righteous and pharisaical claim to 
sinlessness had no effect at home, 
on those who knew them best. They 
were like Lot in Sodom who “was 
as one that mocked to his sons-in- 
law.” Again I submit that any 
claim to sinlessness that does not 
convince one’s own life-companion 
and one’s own children, one’s own 
immediate circle, need not expect 
to be believed. No, observation and 
experience prove that Christians 
sin. And. those who claim to be 
without sin often have less influ- 
ence and less of the confidence and 
respect of their families and friends 
than others who humbly admit that 
they are human and sinful, though 
forgiven and earnestly trying to 
serve the dear Lord they love. 

The lapses into outbroken and 
horrible sin on the part of those 
who claim to be sinless, are heart- 
breaking. Again and again in mis- 
sions, in jails even, in street serv- 
ices, in big. revival campaigns, I 
have dealt with’ people who told 
me that they were once preachers 
of the groups who claim sinless 
perfection. I dealt with one such 
man in Des Moines, Iowa, in No- 
vember. He had been a preacher 
and had claimed to be “‘sanctified” 
and living above sin. But he had 
fallen into the grossest sin and 
then did “not even claim to be a 
Christian. He thought he had lost 
his salvation. He told me that 
nearly all the preachers he knew 
were hypocrites, that they were in 
the business for money or to cover 
up their sins. He offered to name 
preachers like that. And I told him 
that the trouble was he knew the 
wrong kind of preachers. Of course 


‘preachers are human and all 


preachers are frail, weak, imper- 
fect human beings, subject to sin. 
But his great disillusionment and 
disgust was caused by knowing the 
sin of preachers who claimed to be 
sinless! Many disgraceful and 
scandalous lapses into sin on the 
part of those who claimed to be 
sinless come to mind, but it would 
not be wise nor kind to give them 
here. But all informed people know 
what I am talking about. Actual- 
ly those who claim to be sinless 
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What Should A 
Christian, Offended 
Or Wronged, Do? 
Should He Ignore the Offense, Or 
Rebuke the Offender? Is It the 
Duty Of An Innocent One To 
Try To Clear Up the Offense? 
From Flag, Arkansas, comes the 
question asked above. The editor’s 


answer is given below to help 
others. I am glad to answer you 


and glad that the Bible tells us| 


just what to do in such a case. 
First, in Leviticus 19:17, 18, we 
read these instructions: 


“Thou shalt not hate thy 
brother in thine heart; thou 
shalt in any wise rebuke thy 
neighbor, and not suffer sin 
upon him. 

“Thou shalt not avenge nor 
bear any grudge against the 
children of thy people, but thou 


have not had the carnal nature 
eradicated. They are not pure and 
perfect and innocent and harmless, 
matching up to Jesus Christ in ev- 
ery detail of life and thought and 
word and deed. No, they are sin- 
ning human beings, like the rest of 


jus. I think that people who claim 


sinless perfection usually really 
love the Lord and really want to 
live above sin. But they do not. 
They may deceive themselves, they 
may be deceived by Satan, but 
when there comes some great 
temptation, they fall into open and 
outbroken sin and they were never 
free from sin in their hearts, just 
as none of us are. “If we. say that 
we have no sin, we deceive our- 
selves, and the truth is not in us’ 
(I John 1:8). The lapses of those 
who claim to be without sin prove 
that they do not have the carnal 
nature burned out, as they claim, 
and that sin has not been “eradi- 
cated by a second work of grace,” 


I speak kindly here and with a 
deep sense of my own sin. How 
much torment of soul many of 
these good people have, who claim 
to be sinless. Dr. H. A. Ironside, 
long a Salvation Army officer, tells 
in his book, ‘Holiness — the False 
and the True,” how he struggled 
continually trying to be perfect, 
sometimes thinking that he was, 
that all sin was gone, and then 
finding again to his dismay that it 
was not. I heard Dr. Ironside say 
that he had claimed to be sancti- 
fied but he finally came to see that 
he was “only sanctified in spots!” 
So good Dr. Ironside finally gave 
up the claim to sinless perfection. 
The Bible verified his conscience, 
that he was still a sinner. 


Many have had nervous break- 
downs, and some are in asylums 
for the insane, driven there by the 
ceaseless torment of a soul claim- 
ing to be sinless and then finding 
that he or she was not. Some men 
have been known to mutilate them- 
selves because of sex temptation, 
thinking thus to attain at last sin- 
less perfection. } 


It is the consciences of men that 
make them give up all claims to 
being Christians when they find 
they have not been sinless. They 
had depended upon their own self- 
righteousness instead of on the fin- 
ished work of Christ and the blood 
that was poured out to pay for all 
the debt of sinners. And thus when 
they depended on self and found 
that self had failed, they threw 
away. all hope of salvation and 
claimed not to be saved. 

' I say that human conscience 
everywhere brands us as a race of 
sinners. And the conscience of a 
Christian, if he be honest and in- 
telligent, tells him that in his heart 
he is a sinner yet. He may, like 
Paul, struggle and long:to be per- 
fect, as all of us ought to do. But 
if he is as honest as Paul, he will 
say, “So then with the mind I my- 
self serve the law of God; but with 
the flesh the law of sin” (Rom. 7: 
25). He will say like Paul, that 


|“Christ came into the world to 


Save sinners, of whom-I am chief.” 
He will-learn to pray daily as Je- 
sus commanded .all Christians tc 
pray, “Our Father which art in 
heaven ,.. forgive us our sins...” 
(Luke 11:4).

shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 

self; I am the Lord.” 

So you see, it would not be right, 
if there was a clear sin against 
you, for you to just let it_go. There 
are several reasons why, as you 
will see. 

1. First, you are likely to carry 
a grudge. That is mentioned twice 
in the above verses, that we are 
not to hate in the heart nor bear 
a grudge. If you do not settle the 
matter it is likely to be a curse to 
you and cause you to carry a 
grudge. 

2. Again, if it was a real sin 
against you, then to ignore it would 
be to do harm to those who did 
wrong. You should help people do 
right, and show them they have 
done wrong, show them lovingly, 
and in kindness, to help them to 
see the truth and their mistake. 
God said you should ‘“‘not suffer sin 
upon him,” that is, not allow people 
to go on without a chance to con- 
fess and forsake a sin, that per- 
haps never came to their mind, 
and which they might gladly cor- 
rect. 

3. Third, you might be mistaken 
about the thing that was said. 
Christians should always take the 
attitude that they themselves may 
be mistaken. None of us is per- 
fect. So we should go and try to 
straighten up anything that we 
may have done wrong. 


Or you may have heard wrong. 
You can not be sure that people 
said or did what you were told 
they did. Or they might not have 
meant it as it seemed to you they 
did. Misunderstanding is some- 
times serious when it is let run 
long, but when 4 kindly effort is 
made at once to make peace and 
understanding, then there is no loss 
of friendship, no sore hearts, no 
reproach on the cause of Christ. 


4. Last of all, you may have been 
in the wrong. The criticism of 
others should do us good. Some- 
times the criticism of those who do 
not love us so much is more apt to 
be honest and to show us our real 
faults than the talk of our friends. 
It may be that the people who 
talked about you were more right 
than you suppose. At least a 
Christian should be willing to lis- 
ten to them carefully and pray 
about it and see. 

So God says to go and take up 
the matter with those who you 
think wronged you. 

The Saviour says the same thing 
in Matthew 18:15-17, as follows: 

“Moreover, if thy brother 
shall trespass against thee, go 
and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he shall 
hear thee, thou hast gained thy 

. brother. 

“But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two 
more that in the mouth of two 
or three witnesses every word 
may be established. 

“And if he shall neglect to 
hear them,, tell it unto the 
church; but if he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be 
unto thee as an heathen man 
and a publican.” 

That is God’s way to settle diffi- 
culties among Christians. In no 
case should we carry grudges. 
Trifling and inconsequential mat- 
ters, simply forget. One important 
enough to grieve over, go in the 
spirit of Christ to “gain thy broth- 
er,’ as Jesus said. And let no 
chureh treat any member “as an 
heathen man and a publican,” over 
a trespass against another Chris- 
tian, until this plan is tried in love 
and for peace. 


A Christian To Take Initiative 
Likewise When He Is Blamed 


If a Christian is offended or 
wronged, he should be the first to 
seek peace. But if he has offended 
another, if a brother thinks you 
have wronged him, still you are the 
one to make peace. Jesus said in 
Matthew 5:23, 24: 

“Therefore, if thou bring 
thy gift to the altar, and there 
remember that thy brother 

hath ought against thee. 

.“Veave there thy gift be- 
fore the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift.” 

So important is reconciliation 
with a brother, that a Christian 
should not come to pray or serve, 
Jesus evidently means, till he has 
cleared his skirts and made peace 
everywhere it lies in his power. 
For Christians to be at outs grieves 
God so that He has no pleasure 
in the prayer-of one who will not 
seek peace. 
Christians are unreconciled the 
gospel is hindered; Satan mocks. 
Hating, grudge-holding Christians 


And certainly when. 


THE CANKER

‘“Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this. present 
world.” — IL Tim, 4:10. 


This sentence from the closing 
chapters of Paul’s life sounds like 
a sob. It tells the story of a great 
disappointment. It reveals a dis- 


break. “Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world.” 

We learn when we read Colos- 
sians and Philemon that Demas 
was a companion and fellow-la- ° 
borer of the Apostle Paul whom 
Paul was happy to acknowledge. 
But this tells us that Demas had 
forsaken Paul, not because he had 
a contention with Paul as was the 
case when John Mark turned back. 
It was a far more severe condition. 
He fell in love with the present 
world. That is what the devil tried to 
get Jesus to do when he took Him 
up on a high mountain and showed 
Him the kingdoms of this world and 
the glory thereof. It is what the 
devil does in many cases for we 
read in the parable of the sower 
that some of the seed “fell among 
thorns and the care of this world, 
and the. deceitfulness of riches, 
choke the word, and he becometh 
unfruitful.” 


Demas is not the only man that 
made that fatal mistake. Before 
his time a rich young ruler came 
running to Jesus and kneeled and 
asked Him, “What godéd thing shall 
I do, that I may have eternal life ?”’ 
He was reverent, he knew he need- 
ed eternal life, he knew Jesus could 
tell him how to get it. When Jesus 
told him, “Go and sell that thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven: and 
come and follow me,” we read that 
he went away sorrowful for he had 
much possessions. He was in love 
with this world: That was what 
ruined Lot. No wonder the apostle 
Paul wrote to the Colossians: 


“Set your affection on things 
above, not on things on the 
earth. 

“For ye are dead, and your

IF CHRIST JUSTIFIES UNDE- 
SERVING SINNERS AND=KEEPS~ 
CHRISTIANS SAFE EVEN 
WHEN THEY SIN, IS CHRIST 
THE MINISTER OF SIN?

You asked for an explanation of 
Galatians 2:17, which says: 
“But, if while we seek to 
be justified by Christ, we our- 
selves also are found sinners, 
is therefore Christ the minister 
of sin? God forbid.” 
' Some people think that one is 
saved by doing good works. They 
say that God will only save those 
who quit sin and who neve~..sin... 
any more. They do not under- 
stand the meaning of grace. So 
such people complain about justi- 
fication by grace, and they say that 
if Christ saves and still keeps us 
after we are saved when we are 
imperfect and sinful, then Christ 
is the minister of sin. But Paul 
cried, “God forbid!”’ Christ is not 
the minister of sin. Though Christ 
saves sinners, He does not indorse 
their sins. And. though Christ 
keeps us who are saved, even when 
we sin, and gives us everlasting 
life, though we do not deserve it, 
that does not mean that God is . 
pleased with our sins, or that 
Christ indorses sin. God hates sin, 
and He must punish sin even in 
His own children.
